Nixon calls for world money reform 
w om an hurt

ident Nixon called today for “ a 
thoroughgoing reform of the world 
monetary system ” which he said 
was needed to permit free and open 
world 
trad e 
in 
an 
era 
of 
international peace. 


In a prepared speech to an annual 
meeting of top free world bankers 
and 
financiers. 
Nixon 
said 
the 
United States would drive a hard but 
fair bargain in negotiating new 
money alignments. 


‘‘There must be a thoroughgoing 
reform 
of 
the 
world 
monetary 
system, to clear the path for the 
health competition of the future.” 
Nixon said. 
‘‘We must see monetary' reform 


as one vital part of a total reform of 
international economic affairs, an 
encompassing trade and investment 
opportunity as well.” 
Nixon’s speech was viewed as the 
keynote of the five-day conference 
of 
free 
world directors of the 
International Monetary' Fund and 
the World Bank aimed at patching 
up the post-World War II system of 
exchange rates of currencies of the 
world’s non-Communist economic 
giants.

fair chance to compete for their

‘‘A

would enable them to compete with 
us in world m arkets,” he said. “ Now 
we expect our trading partners to 
help bring about equal competition.”

made it plain the U.S. would not 
agree to international changes that

domestic economy. 
"We can all agree that the health 
of the world economy and the 
stability

successful management of domestic 
economies,” he said.

r u n n e r s , 
smugglers 
and 
“ other 
criminal 
activities.” 
Marcos was to make a speech 
later today. 


Those arrested include opposition 
party Sens. Bemgno S Aquino Jr., 
and Ramon Mitra and independent 
Sen. Jose W Diokno Others were 
Congressmen Roque Ablan, Rafael 
Aquino and David Puzon, all of them 


members of the ruling Nacionalista 
Party. 
Govs. 
Lino Bocalan and 
Rolando Puzon. both Nacionalista 
party members and Manila Times 
Publisher Joaquin P Roces Jr. and 
Free 
Press 
magazine 
Publisher 
Teodoro Locson. 


Three Constitutional Convention 
delegates including convention Vice 
President Napoleon Rama, at least 
six newsmen and five other persons 
also were arrested, Tatad said. 
Of those under detention. Sen. 
Aouino, Congressman Ablan and 
publisher Roces are the best known 
internationally. Aquino has been a 
leading

regarded as a Marcos friend, is the 
chairman of the Philippine Tourist 
and Travel Association and past

press institute, a watchdog on press 
freedom. 


All but four of the 53 remained

Calif (UPI) - A 
vintage jet fighter taking off at an 
air show smashed into a packtnl 
shopping center ice cream parlor 
Sunday, killing 22 persons, many of 
them youngsters attending a little 
league football celebration 
Another 16 persons were injured 
when 
the 
privately 
owned 
F86 
S abrejet 
barrelled 
across 
a 
highway, struck three vehicles and 
bounced in a “ ball of fire’’ into 
Farrell’s Ice Cream Parlour 
“ I’m sorry 
I’m sorry Get the 
pi'ople 
out.” 
groaned 
Richard 
Bingham, 36, Richmond, Calif , pilot 
of the plane He was pulled from the 
wreckage 
while 
200 
screaming 
children and adults fought to escape» 
flames that turned the Gay-90s style 
shop into an inferno 


Bingham 
escaped 
with 
some 
broken bones and a cut face from 
what was believed to be the worst 
disaster of this type ever to occur in 
the United States. 
Sacram ento 
County 
Coroner 
George L 
Nilsen said 12 of the 
victims were youngsters, five boys 
and seven girls. Five women and 
five men were also killed. 
He said at least two complete 
families were among the dead A 
father, mother and two children 
made up one of the families. 
The nose of the Korean War-era 
plane, one of America’s first fighter 
jets being displayed across the 
street at Sacramento’s Executive 
Airport, smashed into the parlor’s 
Howard Hughes Room A party was 
being held in the room for 20 
youngsters from the Sacramento 
49ers Little League football team 
Don McClusky. an employe, was 
filling salt shakers in the room when 
the plane hit

“ But by then the smoke and flames

“ People were saying get me out.

doorways 
The plane, owned by Spectrum Air 
S e rv ic e s,

belongs

a highway and two in a parking lot 
and dragged them into the parlor 
Roger Lindb(*rg, a newsr aster for 
Sacramento station KXTV, said he 
witnessed the crash when he was 
leaving the air show

said “ The pilot dropped back to the 
runway, hit his brakes, then flipped 
up like a catapult onto Freeport

Laird calls 
McGovern 'agent 
of Hanoi'

In the most harsh rhetoric ol the 1972 presidential 
campaign. Defense Secretary Melvin R. Laird has accused 
Sen George S. McGovern of apparently acting “ as an agent 
of Hanoi” on the issue of American prisoners of war 
The problem of the prisoners flamed into prominence in 
the contest between F’resident Nixon and Democrat 
McGovern Sunday when the South Dakota senator accused 
Nixon of delaying the release of three U S pilots in North 
Vietnam for political reasons 
McGovern, appearing in New York City, called on Nixon 
“ to let these three prisoners come home just as quickly as 
possible ” 


North Vietnam’s news agency announced that the three 
pilots, who were released with ceremony from prison Sept 
17, had sent cables to Nixon asking U S authorities not to 
interfere with their return home 
Laird immediately issue‘d a statement saying it was “ a 
despicable act of a presidential candidate to make himself 
a spokesman for the enemy.” 
“ Sen Mciiovern apparently is willing to act as an agent 
for Hanoi in undermining the rights of American prisoners 
of war under the Geneva convention,” Laird said 
The defense secretary said it was the North Vietnamese 
who have delayed the return of the U.S. officers. Air Force 
Maj Kdward Elias and Navy lAs. Markham L (iartley and 
Norris A Charles. 
Laird said the U S government had had no communica­ 
tions from Hanoi about the release, and he offered to send 
an American medical evacuation plane to Hanoi “ within 24 
hours” if there is a transportation problem 
Frank Mankiewicz, political director for the McGovern 
campaign, said a poll taken by the McGovern organization 
showed the gap between the candidates had narrowed, with 
Nixon receiving 54 per cent and McGovern 34 per cent with 
10 per cent undecided 
He said undecided voters were 
leaning 2-1 toward McGovern. 
But a poll taken bv Daniel Yankelovich Inc for Time 
magazine’ and The New York Times showed Nixon had 
increased his lead by 11 points for a 62 to 23 per cent 
advantage. 
The Yankelovich 
survey 
was 
based 
on 
interviews with 2,239 registered voters in 16 key states 
between Aug. 25 and Sept. 12. It also indicated Democratic 
voters favor Nixon over McGovern 43 per cent to 40 per 
cent.

Bugging: public unconcerned? 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Democratic 
campaign chairman Lawrence F. O'Brien 
and Republican National Chairman Robert 
J Dole agree the break-in at Democratic 
headquarters has failed to excite public 
interest. 


But O’Brien Sunday accused the Justice 
Department of trying to “whitewash'’ the 
incident June 17 in which five men were 
caught 
with

photographic equipment in the offices of 
the Democratic National Committee in 
Washington's Watergate office complex 
Criminal indictments since have been 
returned by a grand jury against two 
former White House aides and the five men 
arrested at the scene, who included the 
salaried chief of security of President 
Nixon s re-election committee. 


Dole said he believed an attempt by 
Democrats to make a campaign issue out 
of the incident "hasn’t had much impact" 
0 Brien, who was Democratic national 


chairman at the time of the break in and 
now is chairman of Sen 
George S 
McGovern's campaign, agreed 
"I am inclined to agree with you that it 
has not ignited a cry of outrage in the 
country, and I think there is a reason for 
that." 0 Brien said "I think the American 
people have assumed that perhaps this is a 
type of activity that political parties and 
politicians traditionally engage in. and it 
was a matter of being caught in this 
instance This is extremely unfortunate " 
Dole and O'Brien were interviewed on 
ABC’s Issues and Answers 
"The Justice Department has refused to 
cooperate in any wav in this matter. 
O'Brien said "It is absolutely an attempt 
to whitew ash ' 
But Dole disputed this, pointing out there 
had been seven indictments. He said this

Worst airshow crash in history

The crash of a Korean war jet fighter 
into a Sacramento, Calif., ice cream parlor 
which killed 22 persons "was the worst 
crash of its type in our record books," the 
National Transportation Safetv Board said 
today. 
The board said a check of its records 
showed the worst previous accident where 
P 
?rsons were killed on the ground was at a 
lagler, Colo., airshow in 1951 when a pilot 
lost control of his plane, crashed and was 
killed 
Nineteen spectators died and 10 
persons were seriously injured 
Two accidents at' Elizabeth. N.J., in 
January and February. 1952, killed 11 
persons on the ground and 52 persons 
aboard the planes. The board said the 
government started keeping such records 
in 1949. 
A Flying Tlger cargo plane crashed at Da 
Nang, South Vietnam, on Dec 24, 1966. 
killing 107 persons on the ground and the 
crew of four. 
The board said an incomplete list of 
airshow accidents from 1964 through 1971 
showed a total of 92 crashes, 36 of them 
fatal to the pilots, but with no other deaths. 
The Sacramento crash appears to be 
the worst crash of its type in our record 
books, 
a board spokesman said "There 


have 
been 
worse 
crashes 
overseas 
probably, but those would involve foreign 
carriers " 


In 1938. a military stunt plane crashed 
into a grandstand in Bogota, Colombia, 
killing 53 persons. 


Four pilots Hying World War II planes 
were killed in two separate collisions 
during a vintage airplane race at Cape Mav 
County Airport. N.J. on June 5, 1971 
Earlier this year, three persons were 
killed during "Transpo 72." a mne-dav 
international air exposition at Dulles 
Airport near Washington, D C. Maj Joseph 
C. Howard. 32. Ahoskie. N C., was flying a 
Phantom F4E jet with the Air Force's

MIDDLETOWN, N Y. - 
(NEA) — Who’s home sew­ 
ing? 


Practically everybody, if 
the needlework exhibition at 
the Orange County Fair is 
a n y indication 
Ponytailed 
youngsters, 
teen-agers 
in 
embroidered jeans, young 
mothers and mothers-to-be, 
matrons, grandmothers and 
even a few boys showed their 
handiwork this summer in 
the whitewashed, 
barnlike 
hall of t h i s 132-year-old 
county fair in the foothills 
of the Catskills. 


Entries in the needlework 
competition were up dra­ 
matically from last year. 
Mrs 
Hazel Tremper. who 
has presided as superintend­ 
ent of this division for the 
past 30 years, was frankly 
astonished. 


Usually, there are 400 to 
500 entries. Last year, there 
were 668. This year, there 
are over 1.000— i.064, to be 
exact. I can’t find enough 
display space!'' 


Every conceivable needle­ 
work item was represented 
—from afghans to aprons, 
ponchos to pinafores, bed­ 
spreads to baby dolls. The 
colorful entries jampacked 
the old-fashioned d is p la y 
cases, flowed over beams 
and rafters, ladders and saw- 
buck t a b l e s . The baked 
goods display, normally en­ 
titled to half the hall, was 
backed into a third its for­ 
mer space. 


The three judges worked 
in three main categories: 
sewing, knitting and crochet­ 
ing, and needlework 
They 
judged nonstop from 10 a.m. 
to 7 p.m on Friday and from 
9 a m. to 4 p m on Saturday, 
awarding traditional 
blue, 
red and yellow ribbons, hon­ 
orable mentions, j u n i o r 


achievements, b e s t-of-divi- 
sions. and finally the splen­ 
did gold best-of-show ribbon. 


In her 30-year tenure, Mrs 
Tremper has developed a 
pretty solid perspective on 
who is sewing what, and has 
decided that it's time to re­ 
arrange and change some of 
the time-honored categories 


“ We’ve got to expand the 
junior 
division.” 
she 
de­ 
clared, pointing to a toppling 
stack of bright vests, pon­ 
chos and shrinks created by 
junior needleworkers “ And 
next year, we’ll have two 
new categories — one for- 
embroidered 
or 
decorated 
blue jeans, and one for ma­ 
chine embroidery. And we’ll 
put all the Christmas entries 
in one division — we used to 
have so many entries that 
we set up separate categor­ 
ies for ornaments, table lin­ 
ens. household items and so 
forth, but no one seems to 
be doing much Christmas 
stitching these days “ 


Recently added categories 
include f r a m e d and em­ 
broidered p i c t u r e s and 
hooked rugs 


“ We're going to d r o p 
aprons.” Mrs. Tremper re­ 
marked. “ There were only 
a few entries, and none were 
good enough for even an hon­ 
orable mention.” 


The knitters and crochet- 
ers showed the most needle- 
working skill, the freshest 
color combinations, the new­ 
est fashions and the most 
imagination — quite possi­ 
bly because this category 
had the highest percentage 
of younger competitors. 


The sewing category was 
disappointing, full of lumpy 
buttonholes, mis-matched 
plaids and sleazy fabrics. 
Part of the problem may 


have been the difficulty of 
o b t a i n i n g good fabrics 
through local outlets, and it 
certainly pointed up the im­ 
possibility of achieving su­ 
perior results with inferior 
fabrics The needlework di­ 
vision had loads more crewel 
and many fewer crocheted 
doilies. 


Despite the surge in junior 
entries, a seasoned 
hand 
took the best-of-show award 
- cheery white-haired Mrs 
Nellie Baker of Middletown 
won the coveted gold ribbon 
for her meticulously cro­ 
cheted ripple a f g h a n in 
autumn shades. 


Several other entries were 
memorable. 
One 
was 
an 
afghan with an embroidered 
m o t i f in each of its 24 
squares representing an item 
or event in family history. 
Another was a magnificent 
crazy quilt constructed of 


multicolored fabric scraps 
accented by lace, purchased 
trimming and oddments of 
w-himsical hand embroidery 
wherever there was room. 
In the toy category, a 
regal Humpty Dumpty* and 
a handsome brown Teddy 
bear were topped by an in­ 
credibly appealing mother- 
and-baby set made of an old, 
worn, 
br own, 
soft and 
shaggy coat lining They had 
button eyes, floppy ears, 
gingham 
neckties, and 
a 
please-take-me-home l ook. 
The judges awarded a top 
prize to this pair, but the 
p h o t o g r a p h e r said he 
couldn’t get a good shot of 
them — they were lovable 
but unphotographable. So it 
goes.

“ They loved him," a Baldwin source said 
Baldwin's credentials for the sensitive assignment were 
impressive He was a University of Connecticut Law School 
graduate (although not a lawyer» and he had been an FBI 
agent for two years. 
He was related to Raymond F Baldwin, th* personable 
former Republican governor, U S 
senator, and chief 
justice with whom the family remained close, especially 
his widowed mother, herself a devout Roman Catholic 
popular with the Connecticut clergy

'No7 on Proposition 3 


Proposition 3 on the November ballot 
authorizes the State Legislature to provide 
lor the issuance of revenue bonds, not 
secured by taxing power of the state, to 
linance 
acquisition, 
construction 
and 
installation 
of 
environmental 
pollution 
control facilities, and for lease or sale of 
sam e 
to 
persons, 
association s 
or 
corporations, 
other 
than 
m unicipal 
corporations. 
On the surface, this would appear to be a 
vital tool in the popular battle against 
pollution, but it is not. 
Basically, 
approval 
of this measure 
would put the State in the business of 
leasing, building, designing and acquiring 
environmental pollution control devices. 
The 
idea behind the measure is that 
private enterprise cannot afford to employ 
such anti-pollution devices and therefore 
the State should and lease them to private 
enterprise. 
This measure is further complicated 
because in order to do all of this, an 
Assembly bill pending in the Legislature 
must be approved to set up a California 


Washington calling by M arquis Childs 


Pollution Control Financing Authority. If 
Proposition 3 is approved, the Authority, if 
also approved, would be authorized to 
imm ediately sell $200,000.000 in revenue 
bonds. 
All studies indicate that industry is 
accountable for 10 to 15 per cent of the 
cause of pollution. Breaks have been given 
to industry to install controls, such as an 
accelerated depreciation write-off over 
five years, and many industries have 
voluntarily initiated controls. 
We fear also that this bond issue could 
have an adverse effect on the finances of 
State 
government. 
The 
sale 
of 
large 
amounts of such bonds in addition to other 
state bonds could increase the interest 
rate on future issues of state bonds on 
which 
the 
interest 
is 
paid 
from 
tax 
revenues. If revenues do not cover debt 
service on the revenue bonds, the state’s 
ability to sell bonds could be seriously 
impaired 
We do not favor the State in the leasing 
business to private industry. We stronglv 
recommend a “ no” vote on Proposition 3.*

fine of $1000 or 90 days in jail 
George 
Gallup, 
the 
dean 
of 
pollsters with a worldwide polling 
organization, points out what he 


believes 
is 
one 
of 
the 
bill’s 
weaknesses. The provisions cover 
those who ‘intend 
to publish the 
results of their polling. It om its, 
therefore, the hundreds of pollsters 
who have made an industry out of 
hiring out to politicians across the 
country. 
Theirs is an insidious technique 
By rigging a poll — by questioning, 
say, only cross-eyed red heads — 
you can prove anything Then the 
results of the poll are leaked to show 
t h a t 
c a n d i d a t e 
Y 
is 
t he 
o v e r w h e l m i n g 
f a vor i t e 
and 
candidate X hasn't a chance. And 
the consequences for X are written 
large in the drying up of funds. 
Responsible 
pollsters 
such 
as 
Gallup and Louis Harris do not 
indulge in such practices. But their 
standing in public opinion suffers 
from the exploitation of the polling 
process. Nedzi says he first becam e 
concerned over the polling function 
in 1968 when three leading pollsters 
gave widely disparate figures on the

E v e r y b o d y 
k n o w s 
t h a t 
government uses a lot of paper but 
nobody knows just how much 
The 
Wall 
St r e e t 
Journal 
commented 
on 
the 
government 
paper situation in a recent editorial 
They expect some 
day to read a dis­ 
patch from Wash­ 
ington stating that 
traffic in the city 
has 
ground 
to 
a 
standstill 
because 
of an overflow of 
paper from govern­ 
ment offices 
According 
to 
the 
article, 
the 
General 
Services 
Administraton 
figures that 4 5 million cubic feet of 
federal records are generated and 
filed each year 
That adds up to 
about 10 billion pieces of paper A 
National Archives team trying to 
cut 
down on federal 
paperwork 
estim ates that there are probablv 
over one million different forms in 
use by federal agencies 
Such figures, which seem to mount 
every1 
year, 
are 
almost 
bevond 
belief 
Bv simple arithmetic the 
figures 
show 
that 
the 
federal 
bureaucracy generates 50 pages of 
records annually for every man, 
woman and child in the country 
The 
paper 
blizzard 
does 
not 
merely 
keep 
federal 
em ployes 
occupied. Unfortunately, those one 
million forms have to be filled out 
mostly by people who are NOT 
federal 
em ployes 
— 
such 
as 
storekeepers, farm ers and millions 
of others who have little time to 
spare for such activities. 
The number of man-hours applied 
to such endeavors in incalculable, 
but som e estim ates of the total cost 
of the dialogue between citizens and 
all levels of government run as high 
as $50 billion a year 
It may well be that the onlv 
solution, one that nobody forsees. is 
an administrative order rationing 
consumption of paper and ink by 
government departments 
Or consider a com plete ban on 
inconsequential government studies 
which, 
it 
is proven, contributes 
more to the paper blizzard than any 
other action

He then added four extra man 
hours a week to hand water and 
maintain 100 trees for a total of 40 
man hours weekly, and declared 
that if the city made him an offer of

The 40 hours weekly maintenance 
estim ate of Simons is identical to

ground cover on the hills (phase II > 
At that time the 40 hour estim ate 
was considered a bit steep But no 
one then brought up administrative

Of the Trailing African Daisies,

and in fact have been as much 
trouble as weeds 
With selective 
weed killers, he said, no weeding

Higher income, education 
better for marriage success 


WASHINGTON 
(IJPI) 
—The Onsus Bureau said 
Friday that "you have a 
relatively good chance at a 
successful first marriage" 
if both husband and wife are 
college graduates with a 
fami V income of more than 
$15,(KK)ayear. 
The higher the family 
income 
and 
educational 
level, 
the 
greater 
the 
chance that the marriage 
will not end in divorce, the 
bureau said m a report 
ba.sed on a June, 1971, study 
sponsored by the National 
Institute of Child Health and

But the bureau also con­ 
firmed that the divorce rate 
has increa.sed sharply since

Of the 49 million married 
women in the United States

age and family income was 
less than $5,000. 
This 
percentage 
rose 
steadily 
with 
family 
inconae, the study showed, 
until it reached 83 per cent 
among husbands and wives 


with income of $15,000 or 
more 
As for education, both 
partners had been married 
only once in 75 per cent of 
households in which neither 
husband nor wife was a high 
school graduate Again, the 
percentage rose gradually 
to 90 4 per cent among those 
in which both partners had 
college degrees 
"The 
higher the 
family 
income and the educational 
level of a husband and wife, 
the greater the likelihiKxl of 
both partners marrv ing only 
once," the bureau said 
Corpse to be buried, finally 


RALKIGH, N.C. (U P I )— North Carolina 
Attorney General Robert Morgan, reacting 
to pre.ssure from Italian-American groups, 
vowed Friday to take steps to see that the 
mummified corpse of a carnival worker 
was buried. 61 vears after death. 
The body of Forenzio Concippio had been 
on display until recently in a glass-covered 
offin in the garage of a Laurinburg, N.C. 
funeral home. Spectators viewing the body 
o) the Italian over the years had given him 
the nickname “ Spagetti." 
Hewitt 
McDougald, 
director 
of 
McDougald Funeral Home, yielded to 
pressure from the State Board of Funeral 
Directors recently and took the body off 
display. 
But he said he would not bury it until 
someone paid the other $20 of the funeral 
cost, and storage charges over 61 years, 
amounting to more than $5,000. 
Morgan 
said 
his 
office 
“ will 
do 
everything legally possible to make sure 
that F'orenzio Concippio’s body receives a 
decent burial at the earliest possible date." 


A 
numbi'r 
of 
prominent 
Italian- 
Americans, reading of the situation, had 
called the display of the body an insult 
Morgan said he had received letters from 
Rep. Mario Biaggi. D-N Y.. Rep James 
Broyhill, R-N.C., and Filippo Anfu.so. 
consul general of Italy, urging him to take 
action 
Biaggi said Friday, “ .Morgan should 
press for the immediate burial with every 
legal means at his disposal and end this 
macabre and barbarian treatment of an 
individual” 
McDougald has contended there was no 
state law requiring him to bury the corpse 
Concippio, a carnival worker, died in 
1911 in McColl, S.C.. after being hit with a 
tent stake during an argument with 
another carnival worker His father paid 
the funeral home part of the funeral cost 
and said he would return to arrange for 
burial, but never did 
Concippio was an Italian immigrant, but 
there are no records to show where he was 
born. He was killed while in his earlv20s.
